THE PEOPLE'S PARTY. 

fjpneral Weaver and .Mrs. Mary LonBO ou (he 
Issues of the Ciim|)ali;ii. 

Wav Cross, F.i., Sept. 'Jl. — (iencral James 
li. Weaver, l'rc;iilenti.d nominco of the 
I'cople'a Party, arrived yesterday mornioK 
from Jacksonville. His party was met at 
the depot by a committee and escorted to 
the Hocel Sout'ncrn. Shortly after General 
Weaver's arrival a United I're.ifl repre.senta- 
tivo calledonliiin. Ilumiil lie was well pleased 
with his rcceiitiou in I'lorida; that he drew 
larger crowds t!i'-ui .Mr. Cleveland did. In 
every State he had visited he found the Peo- 
ple's party in tho majority. 1'he Mci)ul)licnii 
party, he ihouL'ht, would perisli, and it 
would bo a liglit between tho People's and 
the DcMnoeratio parties. The Democratic 
party, however, would not stand a ghost of 
a chance, aa it i.=i greatly in the minority. 

(leueral J. P. Weaver aud Mrs. Mary 
Lease spoke here, to-day, to an audience of 
about fiOO people, composed principally of 
countrymen and colored eiti/.biia. Giuieral 
Weaver spoke for one hour. He said that 
he had met with cordial greetings every- 
where. That tho chiirgoa against him re- 
garding the misappropiiation of funds whioh 
he had made a levy for in Fulaaki., Tonn., 
were false. Ho was not responsil)le for tho 
acts of hia superior ofBoer. In regard to 
saying things about tho Democratic party 
and the South during the war, hu ex- 
plained that Kt that time he was fighting the 
Democratic party, und although he did not 
exprefiH hinuielf in the exact language used 
in the reports, still lie acknowledged hav- 
ing used words us strong. Ho said that 
the government of tho People's party fore- 
told peace and prosperity. The death of 
Ilepublicaiiism and Democracy was inevi- 
table. N(uther ot tho old parties could 
conscientiously iniiko any new issue as this 
would notcisitate new platforms which 
would virtually make it a new party. "1 
am in favor of the free aud unlimited coin- 
hgo of Bilver," ho said; '■the Democrats 
have promised to pass u free coinage bill 
but have not kept their proiiiiae. " General 
Weaver was follov,-ed by Mrs. Lease. liail- 
roada and monopolies sufl'cred even worse 
at her hands than at the hands of General 
Weaver. She was emphatic and explicit in 
her speech and was often cheered.

Eresli Scare at Baltimore-Further 
Cases at PariH ami 
AutM-erp. 



H.^Miiciic, Sept. 2'2.— A conl, sunless day 
with a brisk wind has further haateycd the 
abatement of the plague.. To-day there 
have been but 424 fresh cases, or 00 fewer 
than yesterday, and 159 deaths, or 22 fewer 
than yesterday. There have been 291 
burials, and this eveni'ig 2.777 patients are 
under treatment in the hospitals. A slight 
increase in tho number of oases in . lUriii- 
beck is reported. In the .gpitaler-Strasso 
and in the Niedorn-Strasse the plague las 
gained headway. So far this week 2S1 
cuaea have been reported from these streets. 
In the same period laat week, the plague 
was supposed to bo practically at an end in 
both. In conscquenco of the misery in 
tho tenement house districts, typhoid 
fever is already numbering its 
victims by the dozens. 'J'ho au- 
thorities have received notice of thirteen 
cases and many which have never been re- 
ported probably would swell the total to 
200 or more. Physiciana tlirouglinut tho 
oily aro'warning people aKaiusl tho oxecs- 
sive drinking of spirituous liquor, especially 
schnapps, which is sold in unprecedented 
quantities on tho water front and in tho fac- 
tory districts. In tho >i-att.rmeii'8 familica 
tho drunkenness of the women is appalling. 
Tlie city government has received several 
petitions praying that it start some large 
city works to give employment to the 
idlers'. 

Quarantine, N.Y., Sept, 22.— A sudden 
death at Swluburuo Island of an infant, 
whoso case was pronouncedf hopeless, took 
place yesterday. There is BO news to day, 
except tho regular routine of the quaran- 
tine station. Vessels came in, were in- 
spected and passed witli little delay. Re- 
ports from Hoirjuan Island, and the ships 
Soandia, Pohcniia and Wyoming, in tho 
lower bay, were that all are well. Dr. 
Jenkins issued an order for the release of 
the cabin paaseneers of tho Wyoming now at 
Piro Island, and the Cepheus went down 
there to-day to bo in readini^ss to bring tho 
people up to tho city. The steerage pas- 
sengera of the Wyoming will probably bo re- 
leased to-morrow. Tho passengers on the 
Moravia, tho first of the cholera ships, were 
taken ofl and landed at ICUia Island to-duy. 
Tho iNorniannia, Kugia aud Sueviu are all 
being unloaded by -lightera, in tho upper 
bay. The State of N..vaua, nf tho Allan 
lino, whith was ot jtred buct to (|uarantmc, 
owing to the death of John Knox, one of 
tho atokers, from alleged cholera, was al- 
lowed to auclior in tho upper bay and re- 
move her cargo. Dr. ,Jenkina does not 
think there is any cholera aboard, although 
tho city health authorities pronounce Knox's 
case true Asiatic cholera. 

liAi.Ti.MOiu:, Sept. 22.— The bark Now- 
light from Savannah, arrived to-day with 
three seamen aud tlie captain sick. Tho 
aeainen were taken to quarantine and the 
vessel will be fumigated. The quarantine 
physiciana will not give tho oauao of aick- 
neas and their reticence has given rise to 
another cholera scare here. 

Paris, Sept, 22.— There were 59 fresh 
cases of cholera and 20 deaths in this city 
on Wedueaday. 

Antwkri', Sept. 22. — Two fresh cases of 
cholera appeared here to-day. The totals 
up to date were 198 oases and G3 deaths.

Pritlsh Trade— Gladstouo to Present 
His Pr(ig:ranime at tho Lortl 
Mayor's Pantiuet. 



Itnnk or EnRlnutI Fisarca. 

London, Sept. 22.— A report published 
by the Bank of England shows that on Jan- 
uary 2nd last the amount of dividends "due 
and not demanded" was over £1,700,000. 
Tho number of stockholdera is non- nearly 
250,000, and during tho discusBious on ilr, 
Goschcn's great conversion scheme it was 
slated that unclaimed funds were credited 
to some 10,!IOO accounts, which iiichidod 
more than 40 holdings of over .CrjO,0()U each. 
The unclaimed hokliuj; of one individual 
alone in consols and reduced threes amount- 
ed to no leaa than JC'J.'iO.OtJO. Tho unclaimed 
redemption money reached tho total of 
£.'19,000,000, Every ten years non-ulaitncd 
dividends are transferred to the commis- 
sioners for the reduction of tho national 
debt until claimants appear. Unclaimed 
dividends arc often forgotten by the people 
entitled to them. Some years ago a lady 
died at Marseilles, at the age of 98, who, 
though entitled to over £260,000 of the 
funds, and to £100,000 of acoumulated divi- 
dends, was constantly in the habit of bor- 
rowing money. It is not sustomary to poy 
fractions of a penny on Government stocks, 
and in 1882 the amount of these fractions 
remaining in the treasury was over £750,- 
000, 

Ikiilic of Siillierland Ileail. 

London, Sept. 22. — The Duko of Suther- 
land died to-day from tho efTects of a chill. 
George Granville William Sulherlaud- 
Leveaou Gower, third Duko of Sutherland 
was horn in 1828. His first wife was tho 
Countess of Cromartic. After her death in 
18S0, ho married tho widow of the Marquis 
of Stafford. He was Lord Lieutenant of 
Cromarty and of Siitherlandshire, and woo 
tho patron of twelve livings. He was a 
Liberal in politics. 

nnnk Director Atlcmpln Suicide. 

London', Sept. 22.— William Ulewitt, a 
director of tho London General Bank, tried 
to kill himself in Epping Forest on Monday 
night. He is more likely to die than live.

ICrltUh Triidc rroapccts. 

London, Sept. 22.— .\t the annual meet- 
ing of tlio Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
Sir Albert Pollit, tho president, aaid he was 
not able to congratulate the country upon 
tho trade prospects. The coal, iron and 
steel trades were dull ; the textile indua- 
triea harassed by the tariiT and perplexed 
by economic, monetary and labor proldems. 
Shefiield and other centres complained of 
destruction of ohl branches of liusineaa by 
tho tariff. Shipbuilding was little more 
than a remembrance. Tlio oflicial returns. 
Sir Albert added, showed there was littlo 
likelihood of betterment in the present con- 
ditions. The volume of England's trade 
was declining. A resolution was adopted 
in favor of universal free trade between the 
colonies and Great Britain.

In case tho 
policy holder's wife haa twins, he will re- 
ceive £50. In case she has triplets seventy- 
ilvo pounds. The conditions of issuing 
policies aro simple and are intended to ap- 
peal especially to the -lower middle elassea 
as book-keepers, shop clerks and small 
tradesmen. The capital of the concern ia 
£10,000. All the directors are repulablo 
men of considerable property.

LABOE EIOTs'lN ST. THOMAS. 

Sharp Fights— Soldiers Severely Iiuurcd— A 
Ueign of Terror Exlstlnt;. 

Panama, Sept. 22. — -Fierce labor riots are 
reported from St. Thomas, in the West 
Indies. It ia reported(that the attempta of 
the civil authorities to put down the riotera 
failed. Tho troopa were called out, and 
they met the mob near tho English Bank. 
After a sharp fight, in which 11 aoldiera 
wero severely injured with atones 
and several negroes were shot, tho 
troopa wero driven back. When the 
r.rder for retreat waa given, the mob 
attacked so hotly that tho aoldiera broke 
ranks and fled. Tho worst element has now 
almost complete poaaession of thn eity. 
Scores of houses have been plundered by 
burglars. Women fear to walk the streets 
as four have been snatched in broad day- 
light and havQ been ill-tre|ited. Must of 
tlio men from tho docks have joined the 
riotera, und ships lie idle In the harbor be- 
cause there are not enough laborers to he got 
to move them. Many of tho wealthiest 
familica have tak?n refuge on tho ships for 
fear that thoy might become victims of fire 
and uulrayo in the city. Keiuforcements 
liavu bcLii suiiinioned from St. Croix. At 
the St. Croix coaling station only Mexican 
silver ia available and in eonacqiionca of 
the trouble ut the scat of govermiieutj the 
silver is at 30 per cent, discount.

Ottawa, Sept. 22.— Tho Postmaster Gen- 
eral of British Guiana ia hero arronging the 
details of a direct parcel post and money 
order ayatein between tho Dominion and 
hia colony. 

Aa Ottawa company has been organized 
with a million dollars capital to embark in 
gold mining in Crcighton township, Al- 
goma. They are said to have found a pay- 
ing claim. 

A mammoth cheese is being manufac- 
tured at Perth for the Worlda Fair. It ia 
seven feet high, nine feet in diameter, and 
requires the milk of six hundred cows for 
three days. 

Dr. Milno has had an interview with 
Hon. Mr. Carling, at the bitter's request, to 
diacusa tho Alber* Head Quarantine equip- 
ment. Dr. Milne represented that a aupply 
of fresh water waa one of the great eaaen- 
tiala of the station. 

The Medical Aesooiation, after an ani- 
mated' discussion on the subject of quaran- 
tine, decided to recommend the Government 
to appoint u permanent executive oillcer to 
supervise all matters relatini; to public 
health. They suggested a number of ways 
in which the quarantine stations could bo 
Strengthened, and recommended that the 
bodies of persons who die of cholera bo ore- 
mated. The latter suggestionaronsed much 
opposition, but the committee said that sen- 
timent must'be sunk in time of danger, and 
tho cIttUBO was passed. 

Dr. Milno wanted the association to meet 
in 'Victoria next gyear, but Londoji was 
choaon.

Bradford, Pa., Sept. 21.— The new 
United States Pipe Line Company ia an 
unti-Standard corporation, which will revo- 
lutiouizo oil affairs in the near future, ac- 
cording to the promisca of ita promoters. 
Ita aim is to lay a pipe lino in a short time 
from Bradford to the aeaboard for the 
transfer of oil from tho wells to the eastern 
and foreign markets. This enterprise has 
been the pet sohomo of oil producers for 
years. 

Frojectetl CarwarhR on tlie Coast. 

Skatti.k, Sept. 22. — It ia not at all un- 
likely that Barney k Smith, car builders, 
of Dayton, 0., about tho most cocsidcrablc 
competitors tihafc the Fatlman Car I'ompany 
has in this country, will in the not distant 
future establish abranch establishment here. 
Mr. Barney, the senior member of the con- 
cern, was, it ia said, persuaded to come out 
here by President James S. Hill, of the 
Great Northern line. Ho was, it is said, 
more favorably impressed with Seattle than 
any other place. The company of which 
he ia the head manufactures all aorta of 
cars, from tho commonest freight to the 
most elaborate dining and sleeping cars. 
Mr. Barney has expressed the opinion that 
bo could make cars under aavantageoha cir- 
cumstances here, on account of the plenti- 
fulness of material. Tho Washington fir is 
well adapted to the making of the sills and 
frames, ond the cedar is just the wood to be 
used in the inside furnishings and tho roof. 

KnIInn I'alr lu Xe« Vorlf. 
Nkw York, Sept. 22. — 'Tho Columbiau 
Fair, which has been, arranged by promin- 
ent Italian citizens, for the purpose of rais- 
ing funds to complete tho amount necessary 
to construct the Columbus monuir.ont, will 
open at tho Lennox Lyceum to-night, and 
will continue through the week. 'The fund 
atill laoka several thousand dollars, but the 
receipts of the fair will undoubtedly make 
up tho necessary amount. Italian maiiufac- 
turera have contributed a largo amount of 
fancy work. Tlio music will bo rendered 
by Italian artiata in native costume, and the 
wives and daughters of prominent Italiana 
will preside at the booths. 

Venezuela Prlvntccr Released. 

New York, Sept. 22 — Collector Hen- 
drioks, yesterday uflernoon, received in- 
structions to reloaso tho steamer South 
Portland. The captain thereupon announc- 
ed that there would ho no delay in getting 
to soa. Tho Venezuelan consul aaya meas- 
ures will be taken to ))rcvcut the arrival of 
the South Portland at Venezuela. Whether 
tho Venezuelan Government had purchased 
the steamer Catharine Whiting to chnso the 
Portland, ho declined to saj', l:ui. hinted 
that some steamship had been bought and 
properly equipped. She will keep the 
I'ortland in sight and seize her as soon us 
she gets into 'S'enezuelan waters. 

Cirrmnn Ciidiolic Coavcnllon. 

MiNNiiAroi.is, Sept. 22.— Tho Tribune to- 
day publishes long interviews with Senator 
Davis and Archbishop Ireland relative to 
the resolutions introduced in the German 
Catholic convention at Dubuque yesterday. 
Senator Davis said he certainly will not re- 
tract tho words spoken under an impressive 
aenso of his duty aa un American citizen 
und senator. The senator paid his respects 
once more to Cahenalyiam and said ho would 
rather bo honored by going back into pri- 
vate life than coniply with a demand full 
of insolence. Archbishop Ireland expteaaed 
surprise at the resolution and said it would 



never bo adopted. Tho Archbishop added 
that Cahcnaly'a wholo language is an in- 
sult to our national honor, and Senator 
Davis did well in repelling suoh a foreign 
attack and that all Americana will applaud 
hia action, 

Mitchell ChnllciiiiCH Corlieli. 

New York, Sept. 22.— A apecial cable- 
to the Police Gazette from London announced 
that Churlio Mitchell had deposited a for- 
feit of S200 and renewed hia challenge to 
light Jim Corbett, champion of tho worlds 
for 810,000 a aide and a purse of $20,000 in 
the Olympic Club next February. Mitchell 
says Corbett must fight within tho next six 
months or forfeit the championship. 

ICeni.-irknble ICscape. 
Nkw Brdnswick, N. J., Sept. 22.— Ed- 
ward Hayes, a prominent citizen of this- 
city, accompanied by his four-yea r-oldaon, had 
a narrow escape from inatant death yeater- 
day morning while attempting to croaa the 
tracks of tho Pennsylvania Railway at the 
Patterson-street crossing. 'The gates 
were raised at the time, and Mr. 
Hayes, unaware of any dan- 
ger, started to croaa tho tracks, 
aud waa horrified to find the westbound ex- 
press, tho fastest train on the road, within 
;iO yards of him. With great presence of 
mind he threw hia child out of one side of 
the wagon, and leaped out on the other side 
himself, just as the engine struck the burse 
and wagon. The animal was instantly 
killed and its body thrown at least 'M feet 
into tho air. Mr. Hayes and child escaped 
without injury. How the gates csmo to be- 
open ia a mystery. 

KKcniic of I'rl.foucra, 

San Francisco, Sept. 21. — Last night 
two of tho prisoners in the House of Cor- 
rection, one of them a brother of Jim Cor- 
bett, the champion pugilist, and the other 
named MoBabe, concluded to leave that in-' ' 
stitutiou. The prisoners had been acting 
as trustees, and were allowed freedom about 
the building. After getting some dis- 
tance away they entered a place on the 
road and stole a horse and wagon. In 
their haste to escape they drove on- the 
trestle of an electric road. The horse 
fell through an opening, and the prisoners 
left him to his fate, attached to tho wagon. 
Early this morning an electric car came 
along, and as it was dusk tho motormau did 
not see the horso and ran over ita head, 
which was lying on tho rail. The two 
priaonera proceeded on foot and separated, 
going in difTcrent direotioua. Guarda were 
started after them and captured McBabe. 
They wero informed whilo on tho hunt in 
which direction Corbett had gone, and he 
will probably bo captured to-night. Corbett 
was Bentenoed for three years for robbery 
and had yet seven months . to sotve. Mc- 
Babe waa aenl to the bouse,-..for • pett^ lar- 
ceny, and would have been'released m an- 
other month. 

The ChlncHC I'rotcKt. 
Nkw York, Sept. 22.— A monater Chin- 
ese mass meeting to protest, against the 
Chinese Registration Act was held to-night 
at Cooper Union. A number of speecliea 
wero maiie, aud a resolution waa passed 
denouncing the Geary bill, and agreeing to 
support the movement to havo it repealed, 

YTcll Iiu9wn Miner Drowned. 
Spokane, Sept. 21. — V/ovd has reached 
here that A. A. Beebe, a mining man well 

known in the Northwest, and largely inter- 
eated in real estate in Kettle Falls, crossed 
the Pend d'Orcille river on a raft last Sat- 
urday \Vcek and that both he and hia craft 
wero carried over the fulls aud into the 
Columbia. He left Wancta Lauding, B.C., 
at 2 o'clock in tho afternoon, saying 
he would croaa tho river and re- 
turn to camp that night or the next 
day. He had no provisions, und as hn had 
not returned up to Tuesday, hia frienda bo- 
came alarmed and organized a search party- 
It was learned that he had made a rjift of 
tv/o logs at a point midway between the-', 
two falla and crossed succeaafully. The- ' 
raft was seen near the mouth of the river on 
I'uesday afternoon. It Is supposed Beobe' 
returned to his raft at night, and in at- 
tempting to recross, missed his oalculations- 
and was carried over the falls. His friends, 
here have no hope of ever finding tho body.. ' 

In Danger on tUc Wetmorc. 

Mausiuif.i.d, Or., Sept. 21. — Capt.. 
O'Brien and hia watchman aro still on 
board the wrecked steamer Wetmore, un- 
able to como ashore. Last night the swell 
waa running heavy, and Cajit. Loch, of tho 
life-saving station, was sent out to the 
wreck, and tried to induce Capt. O'Brien 
and his companion to como olf with him,, 
but O'Brien refused to leave tlie wreck, and 
this morning the swell had increaaed so it 
was impossible for the life-saving crew 
to get near tho ill-fated steamer. 
Capt. Loch returned to Knipirc City and 
got liberty to go out with the crow, a gun 
and lifeline, but they wero unable to go 
nearer than within half a mile of tho 
wreck. The gun waa heavily loaded and 
fired in the hope of reaching the wreck 
with a line, but it fell short about seventy- 
five yards, und the reooil at tho sanio time 
broke the tiunniona of the gun and it wenD 
overboard. Captain Loch immediately dis- 
patched a team to Bandon Station for their 
gun, which will probably reach hero some 
time during the night. Tho life-saving 
crow are watching the wreck and awaiting 
for any opportunity to be of service. The 
surf is still running high.

Dobbins' Celebrated Life Boat— The 
Temporary Steamers of the 
Northern Pacific. 



A Heet of no less tli^in eight sealera ar- 
rived bi\ck yesteriluy, two buiiig towed into 
to tlie harhor during tho afttiuoou, oiiu ar- 
riving lato in the evening and the rcraaiuder 
being yi.'t in the Straits, 

Thu first to come in was tho Unibrinu, 
Captain Cliao. CLinnibjH, with her crew 
conipk te and all v-s elf. >Sho hft the acalint; 
Crounda on the lird September, and nnule 
Cupe FbUtcry in 17 days. Capt. Campbell 
Bay.4 lie heard nothing whatever of the 
seizures, and though lie saw a Kusaian 
Bteamer about tlireo mile') distant, tho Kus- 
aian tool: no notice of the sealor. Tho Um- 
briun. kfi; hfre about the be^iuuiiig of July, 
and on tho 'J Ith arrived oil' HidiriuL; laUuul. 
She stood iu to about l.') miles oil' the co:ist, 
and ki'cpiug tliat distance oil' sailed up 
about SO miles. She did very well, especi- 
ally during tho tirat ten driys, when -150 
skina were taken. Her whole catch off 
Behring Island was G2;i, and her total for 
the seaaon was 1,500. The skins before re- 
ported wore part of iho Conuit- 
lum'a cargo nt the time of her 
aeizuce, Cupt. Campbell says ho was all 
alooe iu tho fishing grounds, which he liud 
tried towards the close of ttie previous 
season witb such snccess as to lead bim 
baolc there again. He spoke the Maud 
S. on August 10, all well, and with a oatch 
of 403 oa the 'Russian side. The Maud S. 
reported having spoken tho Brenda a few 
days before. 

C-ose after the Umbrina came the Car- 
lotta G, Cox, tho Itigh line sealer for this 
season. She had 700 akina aboard, taken 
on the KuBsiau aide, and this made her total 
catch for the aeaaon 2,73S. Capt. Bycra 
was ([uite proud of hia success, and to hear 
that he did indeed head tho list, as from hia 
large total ho Buppoaed would bo tho case. 
He saw nothing of the Ruaaiaua, 
and only when on tho way home did 
lie hear of any aoizurea. He spoke several 
sealers : On August 7, tlie Ocean ]!elle 
reported a good coniniencenient, with 190 
akina and an immcnao whale on board. On 
August S, the Oscar and Hattio reported a 
total of 300 for tho seaaou. On Auguat 10, 
the Annie K. Paint reported 100 on board. 
On August 2i), tho Geneva reported -100 on 
board: the expected to sail for homo about 
the iOth. Tho Uora Sinward was pasaed 
on September "2, in a galo of wind, so that 
she could not bo spoken. Tho Carlotta 
Cox made a quick passage home, being 
just fifteen days from ^Copper Island to 
Cape Flattery. She spent two days iu the 
Straits. Ali are well on board, and tho 
trip was made without sickness or accident. 

Tho Seattle schooner Anaconda, Captain 
K. Andrews, reached port last evening, with 
a total catch of SGj skina on board. The 
Anaconda Bailed from Port Townaond about 
the middle of January, and lias since that 
time had a comparatively uneventful cruise, 
having had the good fortune not to meet 
any of the Russian cruisers, and also being 
fortunate in seeing many other schooners. 
Of the later the Sea ' Lion, Louisa Olsen, 
and Kate ' and 'Anne were among thoto 
spoken. On tho way to Victoria tho Ana- 
conda called in at Sand Point and took on 
the seal skins which she landed there before 
proceeding to the Copper Island coast. 

Tlio advantages of tho Dobbins' lifeboat 
over all others in nse, is being illua'rated 
by a pamphlet now being circulated among 
marine men. The little work, whioh is 
issued l)y D. P. Dobbins, the inventor, is 
well illustrated and deals with the different 
classes of lifeboats now in use — the Ameri- 
can surf-boat, an open, deckless shell, with- 
out keel, but witb air chambers at each 
end ; tho ordinary ahip'd bolft of similar con- 
struction, but hicking many of tho ad- 
vantages of tho former ; and tho English 
lifeboat station craft, which ho claims to be 
the best made prior to tho Dobbins. The 
auperiority of the Dobbins is founil in its 
lighter draft, reduced weight, abundant 
aheer, atrai^dit wall siiiea, shidlow standing 
keel, etc. The fram;;s are of bent timber, ex- 
tending continuously from gunwale to gun- 
wale, and a rider or strongbjck keelson 
running tlie full length and depth of tlio 
hold, Lirinly secured to the keel-keelson, 
stem and stern post. The boat is self- 
righting and Eelf-baling. and from ita 
ingenious build cannot be stove in, the hold 
being a continuous mass of cork. Air tight 
chambers, how iind stern, are also one of its 
advnnt tges, as is also tho fact that the craft 
can be Uuuched easily in any surf or landed 
under almost any dillicultiea. 

The Northern rucilic steamer "Victoria 
saila on her first trip to China and Japan 
on October 7, when sho will have a num- 
ber of firat-clasa passenger?, as well as a 
full cargo of flour from the i'ortland mills. 
The Loo Sok is tho next of the line to ar- 
rive at this port, 'but her departure from 
Yokohama has not yet been announced. The 
Zambesi is next on the list. 

Steamer Quadra, with Captain Walbnm 
in command, and Captain Lewis as a pas- 
senger, sailed last evening for the Fra/ur 
River lighthouses. 

Tho Mascot, Walter L, Rich, Sadie 
Turpio ami two other sealers, whose naiiiea 
w.ire not made out, were aeon in the Straits, 
and will iirobably bo in to-day.

HOW UK FOUND OUT. 

The Adviuu'O of LllHelTippett " Tells a Story 
(111 Ills I'rlnclpal I'eople. 

P, J. Kednen}', the advance representa- 
tive for Harrison fc Kell'a "Littlo Tippett" 
Company, is in town and ia the typical the- 
atrical agent, glib of tongue and enthuaiaa- 
tic over the prospects of hia ahow. Ho ia 
bubbling over with information about the 
new ooroedy, and tho membera of tho com- 
pony that will open at tho Victoria Mon- 
day night. Ho also tells an interesting 
story about tho ingenuity of Duucan B. 
Harrison, one of tho proprietors of the com- 
pany, aa diaplnyed in Now York shortly bo- 
fore tho rehearsal of the play. Harrison 
found himself in a quanduryby reason of the 
fuet that he believed it would bo extremely 
dillicult tocnpage two poraoniiges to fill two 
of tho most important roles in the comedy. 
Those two chanictera are "Litllo Tippett" 
and "Little (_iihb'(," infanta not quite one 
year old. The whole play revolves about 
them and they must be before the footlights 
no short iieriJd of time.

When 
he waa eumnioned to the bouse of the 
I'gent, ho found thirty mothers with their 
oti'apring awaiting hiin. Each assured him 
that her child had a penchant for tho bottle 
with ita rubber contrivance, but ho had 
reason to doubt some of those statements. 
He did not want to take any chancoa, and 
yet ho was bound to aecure the neceasary 
performers. For a while he was in a dilem- 
ma, but aaddcnly an inspiration seized him, 
and, hurriedly leaving tho houso,''ho v/cnt 
to a ncighborlog drug store, procured the 
latent improved bottle with apparatua com- 
plete, caused it to be filled with milk, and 
returned. He waa soon , engaged in testing 
the appetites of the babes, and he found 
that aomo would soiza tho bottle with an 
eagernosa born of long experience and an 
empty stomach, while tho others would 
turn their heads away and refuse hia at- 
tenlior.s. Thoao of the latter class wore not 
cnnaiilered and tho manager waa not long 
iu linking the necessary selections. The 
babes who apiiearod during the Eastern 
engagement will niuke the transcontinental 
trip in the company of their motherj, who 
will arrive here .Momlny. 

CAUSES OF CILOJ.EIl.4. 

IJepreseulations That Many l'"oreit;ii Vessels 
are Iu- Thoiuselvcs UotbeUs of 
FestUencc. 

London, Sept. 22. — The local authorities 
of Hull, which port ia most frequented by 
omigrantB from and by way of Hamburg, 
are strongly urging tho British Ciovoruineut 
to allow tho imiioaition of u prolonged 
quarantine on all vessels from Hamburg, 
especially on ships that aio very unclean, 
whether they come from Hamburg or any 
other foreign port. It is said to bo well 
known that many of the foreign aliipa need 
a thorough cleansing, and the sanitary con- 
dition of the vessels is bad enough to breed 
diseases even without cholera gerina, w hile 
such germs readily become virulent amid 
tho filth of such snips. Three deaths have 
already occurred at the Hull docks on board 
of Hamburg vessels, and tho pp.ople of Hull 
aro getting panicky and wont additional 
protection. 

THE CATHOLIC CONFERENCE. 

Dr. SIcGlynn's Cnso to Come Up Before it, 

New York, Sept. 22. — The coming meet- 
ing in their annual conference of 1.3 Catholic 
arclibishopa of the United States, wdiich 
will begin November Gth, has already been 
announced. New interest has been given 
to it by the cable message that tho Pope 
will havo a representative present in the 
person of Archbishop Sotolli, who, as papal 
legale, will be introduced with plenary 
powers. The St. Louis, Mo., Western 
Watchman, which is one of Archbishop Ire- 
land's organs, and of which tho Rev. H. 
Phelan ia editor, aaya in its issue of Sunday: 
" There are many diapulea between bishops 
and their clergy that havo long awaited a 
settlement, chief among which is the caso of 
Dr. MeGlyun. It is safe to say that famous 
caso will now come up for trial. Our in- 
formation from Koine is to the effect that 
tho Propaganda has received satisfactory 
assurance from Dr. McOlynu, and his side 
of the (juestion will at least bo heard." 
This McOlynn amiounccnient will occasion 
surprise. R'-v. Dr. .McGlynn refuses to be 
interviewed.

HEROia EXPERIMBNTS.^m 

Quite a number of persons ha\-o allowed 
thomselvea to he inoculated with the cliolera 
virus. It ia believed by sonic medical men 
that iuoeulatiou properly doao twice will 
malce the person on whom tho operation is 
performed cholera-proof. Besides* men, 
dogs, guinea pigs, and rabbits have been 
inooalated with cholera microbes, with, it is 
said, satisfactory results. What these 
"satisfactory results" are do not appear. 
It haa been proved that the cholera virus, 
or microbes, or bacillus may be taken into 
the system of both men and the lower ani- 
mals without fatal results. The inoculation 
4s dona with a hypodormio syringe. The 
Paris correspondent of tho New York Herald 
was inoculated for cholera. The virus was 
injected in tlie lleah below tho fifth rib. The 
. subject felt a good deal of inconvenicnco 
from it foe two days. The part where tho 
injection was made was sore, and be felt as 
'if he had an attack of rheumatism, or if bis 
flesh had been well pounded by someone a 
little less muscular than John L. Sullivan, 
He wna troubled with headaclio and nausea, 
but it does nob seem that he was at all ser- 
iously. ill. His experience, at an;^ -rate, did 
not deter him from being inoeulated a sec 
ond time. The lymph, or whatever it is 
called, for the second operation was strong' 
or thau that used in tlio first. What tho 
result of these licroic experiments will be no 
■one as yet seems to have any clear idea. 



MOST BI LA TO in'. 

The City Council seems bound to try how 
far it can impose on the patier.cs and tho 
forbearance of the citizens. It is indeed bo- 
coming perfect in the art of how not to do 
it. Matters of the most preaslnQ necessity 
are put oif from one meeting of Council to 
another with, to all appearance, perfect in- 
diflTorencc. A place iu which the aciivengcra 
can deposit tho matter which they collect 
where it will not bo ofl'enaivo to I lie com- 
munity, and where it will not breed disease, 
.has been for more than two years urgently 
required. This has been known to the 
members of the different Councils, yet, up 
to this day, nothing that is really eQ'ectivo 
has been done, ^On Wednesday evening 
the matter was brought before tlic Coun 
-cil once moro, and although Alderman 
Bragi; admitted that the city needs some 
thing to be done at once, the debate was 
■adjourned and tho consideration of tlie sul 
ject was left over for aiiutlior weelc. It 
socnis impossible for the Council to lualcc 
up its mind on any subject about tlio carry- 
ing out of which the least ditiiculty exista. 
Although the money to build a crematory 
had been plauod at the disposal of 
the CounoU a year ago, and 
moire, it has not been able to summon 
up resolution enough to procure a site for 
it. I'cople, of course, protest against its 
being erected in their neighborhood, but so 
they do everywhere else, yet crematories 
arc built and put in operation in other 
cities. But hero there is always " a lion In 
the way," and it takes a very small lion in- 
deed to appal Victoria's City Council, We 
wonder if it ever will be able to get up suf- 
ficient determination to agree upon some 
place of disposing of the city's garbage and 
firmness enough to carry it out> when it is 



agreed upon. It knows very well what 
ought to be done, bob we ace very much 
ofraid that , it has not tho cbarago of 
its conviotiona. However we. wi^ try to 
hope for the beat. 



ANTICIPATED. 



The letter from tho I'reinier, which Alder- 
man Hunter read in tlio Cily Council on 
Wednesday evening, shows that wo wore 
right in taking lor granted that the Govern- 
ment had, long ago, made tho necessary 
representntioua to tho Dominion authorities 
respecting tho introduction of tbo smallpox 
into this i)rovince. 'Tho Provincial Govorn- 
nicnt have iiliown an energy and u prompti- 
tude with respect to all that roltttsa to tho 
smalIpo.<c outbreak that must commend 
themselves to men of all parties. When it 
was seen tliat their interposition waa re- 
( juired to prevent tho spread of tho Smallpox 
and to ward oil the serious consequences 
of u lengthened visitation of the diseuso, its 
members did not heBltate,nor did tboybhow 
that they were in tho least afraid to take 
upon themselves tho heavy reaponsibilitiea 
which vigorous and dooidod action involved. 
They did not wait to ask whether they 
would or would not bo misunderstood and 
misreprcaonted; whether their opponents 
would co-operato with thorn, or whether 
they would make their elTorts to BUppreaa 
the disease the ground of an attempt 
to raise an outcry against them. They 
determined to do ivliut they believed 
to bo their duty, lot tho conae(iuences to 
them, as iudividual.s or as a govcruincnt, be 
what they might. Every step they took 
iu the suppression of the disease was seen 
by the publlo, but il ii now known that the 
part of their work which was not open to 
observation was doiio na thoroughly and 
with ccjiiai promptitude. They represented 
to the Dominion Government tho necessity 
of attending to all matters relisting to quar- 
antine, the necessity of drawing more 
stringent regulations, and of having a 
medical ollicer at the atatioD. They related 
the cireHnistauces connected with the intro- 
duction of the smallpox, and urged upon 
tlio Ottawa authorities to unito with them 
iu appointing a CoDimlsslon to inquire into 
that matter, and they also represented the 
claim of tho Province to compensation for 
the cxpcnas which tho imperfect quarantine 
and tho defective regiihitiona had caused. 
Wo may bo sure that all this was done with 
as much force and emphasis as was consist- 
ent with official etiquette. 

The Mayor must have been annoyed to 
have found that the action which be pro- 
posed tho City Council should take had 
been anticipated ncirly two months before 
he framed his resolution. 

If the Dominion doca not do what is ne- 
cessary and fiir with respect to tho quar- 
antine stotlon, tho commission of enquiry, 
and the compensation for the loss sustained 
by tho province through the inadequacy of 
tho quarantine urrangements, it will not bo 
tho f.iult of the Provincial Government 
We trust, however, that th^'ir representa- 
tions will ho attended to, and that no time 
will be lost in putting the quarantine sta- 
tion at Albert Head in an cfBoient condi- 
tion, in appointing a conmiission, and in 
taking into serious consideration the claims 
of the province to compensation. 

A GONSTITUTIOyAL QUESTION. 

Mr. Libouchero fully expected to be a 
member of Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet. Ho 
evidently thought that he was so important 
a member of tho Liberal party that in the 
formation of a LiberalGovernmont ho could 
not be overlooked. When his namo did 
nob appear in tho list of Mr. Gladstone's 
colleagues he naturally thouglit that some; 
thing was wrong somewhero. llo came to 
tho conoluaion that Mr. Gladstone wanted 
to make him a member of his Government, 
bub that tho Queen disliked him so much 
tliat the would not consent to hi.s bsiug 
appointed. Mr. Luboucliero did not keep 
Ilia thoughts to himself iu this inatler, llo 
gave ther.v to the world through the medium 
of his paper. Truth. Mr. Gladstone aa 
soon as ho saw what Mr, Labouchero saw 
lit td publish, wrote to say that ho alone 
waa rcapouaiblo for the recommendationa 
that had been aubniittcd to Her Majesty, 
llo explained wiiy he had not named liia 
Kadical co-laborer iu the cause of 
Homo Rule in tho following terms: 
" There were incidents in your case 
which, while they tostificd to your en- 
ergy and influence, wore in no degree dia- 
j)araging to your honor, but which appeared 
to mo to render it unlit lliat I thould auk 
your leave to submit your came to Her 
Majesty for a political olfioe which would 
involve your becoming a servant of the 
Crown," A correspondence between tho 
Premier and Mr. Labouchere succeeded, in 
which tho latter gentleman, in terms as 
littlo offcnsivo as ho could uae, slKuilicdthat 
ho did not believe that Mr. Gladstone was 
a free agcut in the matter. He alsp took 
exception to tho words, "servant of tho 
Crown," used by the Premier, alleging that 
the Kadioal way of putting it would bo "an 
executivo servant of tho Nation." 

The question inferoniially raised by Mr. 
Labouchero is a nice ono : la a member of 
the Government under tho British constitu- 
tion a servant of tho Crown or "a eorvaut 



of the Nation ?" If Uo is a servant of tho 
Crown, then the right of the Sovereign to 
appoint him and to dismiss' him is somo- 
thiug moro than a mere fiction. If ho ia a 
servant of tho Nation, then his selection and 
diainissul by tho Sovereign ia a merely 
formal net. She has really no choice, . 
Tho view that the Times takes of this 
athcr delicate constitutional question is 
neither ultra-conservative nor radical. It 
says : 

A Prime Minister, uo doubt, Iiaa a very 
arge discretion in tho choice of his col- 
leagues, but overy one ot them ia tho sor- 
anb of tho Queen and tho country, not the 
crvant of tho Trime Jiliuistor. In practice, 
whatever constitutional theory may be, thu 
will of tho Ilonae of Commons and tlio 
will of tho Sovereign mutually limit 
eaoli other. . . . If tlio House of Corn- 
mono insists upon a particular man being in 
the Cabinet, the Sovereign cannot object 
without, causing practical incouveuiencea, 
which Her Maje.«ty certainly would never 
incur iu order to maintain any abstract 
theory, lint when tho Houso does nob de- 
mand a particular man, and the I'rimo Min- 
ister conscructa a Cabinet without him, no 
objector has any toc«« s/anrfi if the Sover- 
eign exercises a selective authority. 

In the cuse of Mr. Labouchero it ia qnitu 
certain that tlio ni.ij')rity of I'arliamont, 
however much they may admiro liim as an 
uncompromising Radical and a clever, wide- 
awake journalist, do not regard him as an 
indispensable man. We may bo sure that 
Mr. Gladstone, when Parliament inceta 
again, will not be taken to task for allowing 
the editor and projirietor of Truth to re- 
main out in tho cold. It may, indeed, bo 
fortunate for Mr. Labouehere's reputation 
that be has been kept out of tho Cabinet, 
for it nob infrequently happens that the act- 
ive and useful member of an Opposition cuta 
but a very aorry figure when, after u party 
Liiuiiipli, ho takes upon his shouldera the 
cares and the reaponsibilitiea of ollioe. 

With regard to the question raised by the 
ecceutrio member from Northampton, he 
moy, we think, bo justified in coming tDtho 
conclusion thab tliere is very little dilFer- 
ence, except iu souml, between his view of 
Ike position of a member of u Government 
and that of tho London Times. They both 
believe that he ia the servant of the na- 
tion, though thoy do nob express themaelves 
in exactly the same words. How far he is 
a servant of the Crown as well, the Times 
docs not attempt to show. It, hoivever, 
holds that whabover may bo blio preroga- 
tive of the Crown theoretically the Sover- 
eign would not, in these days, attempt to 
oppose the will of tho House of Commons in 
the selection of a Blinister.

The Lacrosse Match Won by the Vi«- 
toria Team— Results of 
Other Si)«rts.

New Wi:st.minstkk Sept.'JJ. — On the sec- 
ond day of the Westminster fair, 6,000 um- 
brellas passed through the gate. A closer 
inspection of the cattle exhibition showed 
that Victoria breeders were in the load. S. 
F. Tolmie showed ton varieties and cap- 
tured ten pri/.oa, eight firsts aud two sec- 
onds, II. Page, Victoria, also astonished 
tho natives by his magnificent exhibit and 
J, B, Carmichael, Victoria, led in fowls, the 
most attractive poultry exhibits at the fair 
being his breeding pen of Indian games. 
Miss Miller's fancy work and tho Sohl- 
Haatic-Krskine furniture display showed 
enterprise and merit. In tho morning the 
inmates of tho asylum wore aliovvu around 
the grounds aud buildings. In tho after- 
noon the Orphanage children were accorded 
tho same privilege. 

Tho different sporta wero contested in 
the driving rain. Tho football match be- 
tween senior teams — Westminster aud Van- 
couver — resulted in a draw after a hard 
struggle. So evenly wero they matched 
that neither team scored a goal. 

Tho intermediate lacrosse match between 
tho twin cities resulted as follows : First 
game, Westminster, scored by Peel in 2S 
minutes; second game, Westminster, by 
Turner in 53 niiautes. 

The event of the day was tho senior 
championship lacrosse match between Vic- 
toria and Westminster. Five thousand 
people watched the game in tho pouring 
rain, demonstrating the great hold the 
national game has on the people 
of tho province. Both teania played 
hard to win ; but tho hoya in 
blue, though minus McNaughton, 
proved too strong for tho homo team, and 
tho veteran " Billy " CuUin wa.s aa eoltiah 
aa any of them, aud repeatedly saved tho 
Victoria goal, playing an olTonsive aa well 
as defenaivo game. Tite was also in groat 
form ; he got a nasty clip in tho head, but 
contiuncd to play to the end. Tho rest of 
the boys played honest combination lacrosse.

HAWAIIAN POLITICS. 

New Ministry Formed, But Heetini; With 
Strong Oiiposltinn— A Want of Con- 
lUleiieo .Vutlon, 

San Fka.n'ci.sco, Sept. 21. — According to 
tho Htatements of paaaengcrs arriving on the 
steamer Australia from Honolulu ihia moni- 
ing, the Hawaiian Legislature has been 
caucused, with tho result that 24 members 
voted in favor of impeaching the miniatry 
and 22 againat such action. The resolution 
of want of confidence in tho new Cabinet is 
expected to carry by tho same vote. 

HoKOLUnT, Sept. 14. — The deadlock, 
which existed for about two weeks in the 
Legislature, ended temporarily on Septem- 
ber 12, when Queen Liliuokalani appointed 
Hon. Edward C. Macfarlano premier and 
minister of finance of tho new cubinoV, and 
returned Samuel Parker, ox-prnmier, us 
minister of foreign affairs ; Paul Nowmann, 
as attorney-general, und Charloa T. Gulick 
us minister of tho interior, rii-f. Spencer, re- 
signed. After tho appointiiient of the now 
cabinet tho Legislature adjourned uutil to- 
day, when a resolution of want of con- 
fidence in the new miniatry waa presented, 
and in being considered aa the steamer 
Australia leaves. It is penerally believed 
that tho new ministry will not go ont. Tho 
resolution was presented hy Representative 
Smith und ia ua follows : 

Whereaa, The principle for which the 
majority of tho legislature ia now contend- 
ing ia the right of the people, through a 
majority of their elected representatives, to 
control tho policy of tho ( loverunient, and 
for that purpose to eoiitml tho poraounel of 
the cabinet, and to obtain a cabinet repre- 
senting aud having the confidence of audi 
majority ; and 

Whereas, Tho present cabinet lioa been 
conatructed in disregard of such principle 
aud doea not represent or possess tho con- 
deiicc of tho members of the legislature ; 
now, tliereforo, bo it 

Resolved, That the legislature hereby ex- 
presses its want of confidence in the present 
cabinet.

There ia something mysterious about 
spiritualism which we can none of us ex- 
plain, and yet so strongly aro tho majority 
of us impregnated with scepticism thut wo 
arc all unwilling to accept as a faeb even 
that demonstration which wo see with our 
own eyes.

Enquiries which liave been niado at the 
Royal City fair in jScw NVeatiiiinater by 
various Victoriana who are especially inter- 
ested iu BCL'ing the home exhibition a com- 
plete and uD(iualified' success, bavo resulted 
in information being had which indicates 
that the great miijority of tlio coiiipetitora 
for prizes at New Westminster will ulsu bo 
hero to swell the number of exhibitors. 

Mr. D. K. Ker, who is on ex-president of 
the B. C. Agricultural ABSociation, returned 
Wednesday night from the Mainland, after 
a very pleasant trip, lie, with some other 
Victoria gentlemen, bad taken a rjeneral 
look over the various exhibits at the West- 
minster display, and was much pleased with 
them. Talking to a COLONIST reporter yes- 
terday, ho taid : 

' 1 had some conversation with a number 
of porsopa who wcro in charge of the various 
exhibits and most of them told nio ^ they 
were coming down here. The Cliilliwack 
Apiary Company, for instance, liad a good 
honey display. Tliey luvd allotted to lliein 
quite a largo space and had it filled with 
specimens of lioney of all kinds and in all 
forms, the whole making a very attractive 
show indeed. That is one of tlie exhibits 
which is coming down here. 

"Another is that of ihe Royal City Plan- 
ing Mills Company. Whilu 1 was in New 
Westminster, Mr. John Hendry promised 
that this would be sent here, and as it 
ia a particularly' fine collection of 
work done in the province, it 
will make a good showing. Vou would bo 
surprised to see what some of that work is 
like. It is a wonder how it is done, but 
Mr. Hendry tells mo they" have machinery 
for making all the diCferent articles display- 
ed. I don't believe half of our people really 
know.v/hat an extensive variety and assort- 
ineni of g9o4s of all kinds can be and are 
helng manufactured in the province, ond 1 
think when moat of them come to our fair, 
next week, they will see a great many 
things that will aurprise them." 

Mr.' M. R, Smith hna a handeome con fee. 
tioneryand biscuit display at the New 
Westminster fair. It will bo shown here 
also, with many additions and some im- 
proveraents, bub of tho latter not many, as 
there is little room for them. 

The extent of tho exhibit to be made 
here by tho 15. C. Pottery Coiiii>any and to 
whicli reference lias already been made in 
these columns may be better understood 
when it is stated that tho weight of the dis- 
play will be over seven tons. A great deal 
of care is being taken to have the dilferent 
ailicles arranged with tho best taste so that 
tlie sp.ic ; to bo occupied will pieseut the 
moat attractive appearance possible. This 
company, which canstitutea one of the most 
important of Victoria's industries, will 
show in the best form possible that many of 
the imports of the past are tho home manu- 
factured articles of tho present. 

Supt. Dalby was out on the grounds ogain 
yesterday morning to see that everything is 
in good shape and that the men are doing 
their work thoroughly and expeditiously. 
' The heavy rain which fell steadily all day, 
while it has many disadvantages, ia yet not 
withoQt its corresponding advantages and 
has thoroughly laid the dust and brightened 
up tfae.grass and foliage. Another tiling, 
too,'rain this week is regarded us an omen 
of fine weather for next week, and bright, 
sunny days will do much to make the exhi- 
bition a sncceiBS by bringing out plenty of 
visitors, whose attendance will have a good 
effect upon that very important part of the 
fair— the gate receipts. 

In connection with the influx of visitors, 
it may bo well to say something, at this 
time, about the excellent hotel accommoda- 
tion for which Victoria is justly noted.

"WHITK AND BLACK. 

Ilaco Troubles In Arkiinsiis— Several I'ersoiis 
Killed— .Many Woundeil. 

Pike Bmikf, Ark., Sept. '20. — An Associ 
ated Press correspondent has received the 
first reliable information tcnight from the 
acono of the race war in Caliioun county. It 
dates back six months,, when a colored 
woman was whipped by whites for insulting 
a white woman. Trouble has been brewing 
ever since, and the negroes have been re- 
cently organized with tho alleged purpose 
of killing all tho whites. The white people 
learned of tho movement, and a posse went 
in search of the negroes. They met Inst 
Saturday, and five negroes were killed 
outright and u white man wounded. Jim 
Harrison, tho colored loader of the negroes, 
was hanged. As there ia nothing now 
Irom there to-day it scorns the matter hps 



quieted down. The trouble was hastened 
to a crisis by rows at election time, and one 
Unsill, a white man, is charged with en- 
couraging the negroes iu their aggressioce. 

LiTTLKRoCK.Ack., Sept. 21.— A special to 
the Gazette from Thornton, Ark., says tho 
negroes who were arreatcd in Calhoun 
county have made allidavits that the object 
of the organization was to kill Sherilf Tom- 
linson. Clerk Means and several other citi- 
zens. A number of members of tho organ 
izition are still hiding. The negroes ac- 
cording to a correspondent, openly assert 
that Unsill is the cause of the trouble.

ImiieiKlInK Trniilil.,s Hetweeu Seamen ami 
Vessel Owners -Tlio Unlou Will Kl^ht. 

San Fkancisco, Sept. 21.— The long-im- 
pending conflict between the Sailors' Union 
and shipownera has como'to to a head, and 
it ia probable that within the next two 
weeks a great strike, extending from Brit- 
ish Columbia to San Diego, will be declared 
by the union. At tho union's meeting, last 
night, auoh a strike wasdiacui^sed, and there 
was a strong sentiment in favor of it. After 
the whole matter had been considered, 
however, it was decided to postpone action 
until next meeting. Secretary Puruseth 
said, yesterday : "Matters have got 
to a pass whcro the union must 
do something, for the shipowners will 
simply strangle it. For tho past five months 
they liave been shipping non-union crews 
whenever they could ho obtained. Tho 
union shipping office is only a eonvenieuco 
for them now. Ono firm has openly declared 
its agreement with the union at an end, and 
whatever agreeiiiciits wo had with otliers 
seem to have fallen to the ground. The re- 
sult ot this ia that the union sees that ita 
salvation lies in taking action. It is pro- 
posed to tie up all vessels employing union 
men on the coast. That would throw about 
2, -100 sailors and ],()0U longshoremen out of 
work, but it is a necessity. If the union 
has to die, it might as well die fighting, and 
there does not seem to be any other way out 
of the difficulty.

Hiss L. Sayyea Talks to Her Sex. on 

tlie Besnlts of Pliysical 
■ • Culture. 



Her Afldress Bristling With Commou 
Sense— Illustrations of the 
' Correct and Incorrect. 



MisB L. Sayyea, whose "talk about physi- 
cal culture"' \v:i3 greatly enjoyed by ft liirge 
auJience nf liulies gathered in tlie I'andorii 
Avenue Methodist achoolrooni, on AYodncs- 
dny, thoiounhly impressed those v Uom she 
addressed with the advantages of tho Bya- 
tem of health acquiretneat and preservation 
of which she is so able an exponent. Tlie 
result -will, no doubt, be the cstuhliahineiU 
of cUibSca in this city, for Victoria's ladies 
are datermiuod not to bo behind tho rest of 
the world when Fashion issues a common 
sense decree. 

Besides putting what she had to say be- 
fore her audience in plain, vigorous and at- 
tractive languiigc, Mias Sayyea gave num- 
erous examples of the various incorrect and 
the rovcree of graceful methods of walking 
and standing seen on the streeta every duy, 
her illustrationa being very apt and telling. 
Of tho lecture itself, tho ex- 
amples being necessarily oniitted, tho 
following summary report is given : 
" There are two unfailing indications that 
the subject of physical culture ia dostintnl 
to receive in the next decade an amount of 
attention it hos not had since tho days when 
Greece produced men and women that Iiuvo 
remained the models of art adown tho ages. 

"One of these indications is tho growini; 
interest of educated men and women in tho 
best method of'physical development. Tlio 
other is in the fact that it is no longer con- 
aideicd fashionable to be puny and delicate 
or an evidence of superior mental and 
moral endowment to be cadavorona and 
angular. In tlio f,i.sliionablo world the 
modern belli! is beginning to reuliso .that 
grace and beauty are the residts of oboiliencu 
to Nature's laws, and swimming baths, fenc- 
ing rooms and teachers of physical culture 
are the popular fads of the present. 
The diaponition of past gcnerationa to re- 
gard such liealthful inlluencesaa unleininiiiu 
ia fast being outgrown, and a liealtliier 
sentiment is beginning to awako society. 

" iso long as physical culture was con- 
nected with anggoations of athletic exhibi- 
tions, and in many minda associated with 
the prir.n Oghter'a sl;ill, tliere was an un- 
conquerable prciuilice against it ; it3 prac- 
tise was supposed to mean tho development 
of tho physical or muscular system at the 
exponie of tho moral functions, and this be- 
lief was corroborated by the fact that pro- 
fessional athletes were almost never illus- 
trationa of harmonious development, 

"I am so often asked if I believe in 
heavy gynmastics, such as chest weightp, 
Indian clubs and dumb-bolls. I believe in 
any movement or system of moveaiGuts 
carefully made use of with a view to 
strengthening, developing and refining tho 
entire physical being. A perfect system of 
exercises is that in which energized action 
ia supplemented by devitalizing movements 
— the energized action foV giving force to 
the blood, diffusing life and warmth for de- 
Telooing the muscular system, by supplying 
' it with increa&ed BUtriment in the increased 
current of blood. The devitaliziu;; movc- 
mente are for relaxing tho nervous system, 
giving grace of movement and freedom of 
expression. 

" I have had ladies como to me for lessons 
that never relaxed, not even in aleepiiig. 
One lady said she would go to sleep with 
a handkerchief in her hand, and in tho 
morning it would still ba there. .She com- 
plained of alwaj'a being tired, and no won- 
der, for she never rested. Another lady 
told ine that she would go to sleep with 
her arm around her pillow, and in the 
morning find she still was holding on to it. 
Watch a child— how it relaxes when it 
sleeps. It thoroughly reata itaelf. 

" Miss JenneBS liaa furniahed us with an 
excellent system. In my way of thinking, 
it is tlie best there ia. It develops every 
part of the body, brings into action every 
muscle, and has the devitalizing niovemeuts 
for grace. 

"Few women walk and stand gracefully 
and in a njanner conducive to health. 
When you ask one to stand erect she will 
invariably throw the shoulders back, mak- 
ing the whole body have a moat awkward 
appearance. To stand correctly one must 
stand with the weight on tho balla of the 
feet. Then if one were to drop a plumb line 
from tho shoulder to tho floor, it would not 
fall far back of the toes, where in standing 
with tho weight on the heels it would fall 
on the instep. 

"Most persons feel at first as if they were 
out of balance and as some exclaim "about 
to pitch forward." This feeling of unccr- 
•tainty conies from tho fact that tho centre 
of gravity is entirely changed in taking the 
correct position from what has been ha- 
Haituai. Most persons stand more upon the 
heels than upon the balls of the feet, whoa 
in point of fact the correct position demands 
that one's weight should be carried Qrmly 
on the balls of tho feet. Elasticity and 
grace of carriage are iinposaible while the 
weight ia resting; heavily on tho heela. In 
the uorrccL standing position the chest ia 
raised, the chin slightly drawn in, the 
abdomen ^vell held back, and tho bend in 
' such a position to carry any ohjei;L that 
might be placed upon it. 

" One would bo well repaid for giving 
consideration to tho subject of standiiig and 
ot walking, and to .such positions as would 
bring each part of body into proper 
relaliona and harmony with every other 
part. 

"Inwalkmg, the body should he well 
poised, weight well thrown forward, rest- 
ing on the balls of tho feet ; walking is 

'^Riply a Euccession of poises. The part 
played by the arms must not be forgotten. 
A free and easy position of tho arms in 
walking is rarely seen. Most women tliink 
they niuiit liave something to carry in their 
handa. This is not so ; let tho arms fol- 
low the rnovcmenta of the body, but do not 
swing tho arms — that ia very awkward. 

" Shoulder blades seem to bo the hauo of 
woman's existence. Now, it does not muko 
any difference, how thin a woman is, she 
need not have prominent shoulder bIade8,nor 
need she have the bones in the neck show, 
ff thore is a lady in the audience that has 
prominent shoulder blades and would like 
to know how she can flatten them, if she 
will cnnio up hero I will show her. To 
atami ami walk well, you must exorciao tho 
niuKclea to give them strength. A very good 
exercise ia bending forward. All the bend- 
ing excrciaea are good. 

"The manner in which people go up and 
down ataira ia jiroductive of many ailmentj. 

-Notice how much of tho dead lift there is 
about it. The feet and legs are made to act 
as levers, not only to lift tho weight of tho 
body up, but also the additional weight 
whijh is the result of inertia. Inatoail of 
raiaii-.g tlio chest and animating the body to 
lift ita own wcight.wo bend tho body nearly 
double, crumping thu organs and hindering 



free circulation, and conseiiueully easy 
breathing. Panting for breath, wo reach 
the toj), but in tho ellort what a epeotaclo 
we present. Tho averogo woman, weighted 
down by heavy skirts and fettered by 
numlierless hands, is more faulty in carriiga 
thm the averag;e niao. Men walk up stairs 
mqre gracefully than women, as a rule, be- 
cause they are less burdened with clothing. 
Observe half a score of men ascend a Oight 
of stairs, and then watch a group of women 
do tho same thing, The men will invari- 
ably spring from step to step, with chest, 
active, while tho women will contort their 
bodies and kick their skirts about in a most 
inelegant manner. Going up stairs is ex- 
cellent exercise, it it bo properly done, for 
those that have no orgunic trouble and arc 
correctly dressed. I will not ,iay thiit it will 
not quicken tho ptilse, for in this 
as iu other exercises the force and 
rapidity of muscular action determines tho 
rate ut which the blood ia forced to and 
from the heart. In going up stairs thu 
cheat should bo raised, tho lutigs filled with 
air and the mouth kept closed. When thu 
top ia reached the air should be exhaled 
slowly through tho nostrils. In descending 
as in ascending, the weight aliouli) be on 
tlie ball of the foot, and the step as light na 
that of a mother al the cradle of her sleep- 
ing babe. 

"Tho proper position of tho body in sit- 
ting is ([uito aa essential to health and 
gra'co aa in alanding, walking and going up 
and down atiurs. But tho sitting posture 
ia usually the signal of relaxing and settling 
down most awkward and injurious position. 
In sitting it is necessary to hold tlic cheat 
erect, ao aa to bring the organs into posi- 
tion that Lhoy may' perform their funclioua 
uubinderc.l. " T(J sit erect does not neces- 
sarily mean to sit atidly. It ia essential to 
guard nguinat bending at the waist-lino, for 
this contriicta tho cheat, cramps tho lungs 
and stomach, and often producea dyspepsia. 
Another position cijually injurious is that 
of slipping out on tlio chair and sitting on 
the end of thn spine. Tho spine was made 
to hold the back erect, and not to sit upon, 
and most serious injury results from this 
position, against which everyone should bo 
warned. In sitting the chest should always 
he active, and if one wishes to bond, the 
moveiiient should be from tho hips and 
never from tho waist lino. One can movo 
forward, backward and to the side with 
ease, but the point of action should be 
the hips, not the waist. 

" When in repose the hands should bo re- 
laxed and tho feet allowed to assume nn 
easy, graceful position. Never cross tho 
legs; that is very inelegant and ungraceful, 
and often loads to paralysis by diverting tho 
blood from the leg by prcSBuro. One may 
cross the iinklea with propriety and incur 
no serious results. 

" The 0110 rule to be ob-orved by women 
who seek to bo healthy and graceful ia to 
keep tho chest active — it should never bo 
relaxed."

Dry Dock fur llie Sounil. 

Wasiii.vutos- City, Sept. — Tho navy 
department ii having a hard timo in com- 
ing to a conolution conoeming the award 
of the contract for the construction of the 

dry dock at Port Orchard, Puget Sound. 
Tho contract involves about §500,000, and 
the department is proceeding very slowly 
ami cautiously, Tliere would be no trouble 
in deternining who ia the lowest bidder 
but for tlio oH'cr of a Sun Francisco bidder, 
who stipulated in his bid tliat §'2 additional 
must 1)0 paid for every shod pile used. Tho 
navy department olliclala s«iil to-day tliat 
there was no way of determining how many 
sliod piles would be re!|uired until tlioy 
were actually driven. The San Francisco 
bid wo'jld ho lo\veat but for tho proviao ho 
makes concerning pilea. The Judgo-Advo- 
cato General says tho contract may not be 
awarded for nearly a week yot, and possibly 
longer. 

I'rotcctlns Cnlirurnla .\nllonnI Park*. 

Wasiii.scton City, Sept. 22. — Secretary 
Noblo lias rcceiveil the annual report of 
Capb. J. II. j)orat, acting superintendent of 
the ycqnoia and Cea. (Irani National parks 
in Calilornia. Tho report contains a detail- 
ed account of tho captain's ob.-ior- 
vatiou during the past year and hia 
clTorta to keep lierdera out of 
tlie confinea of the park. All the bind in 
Senuoia I'ark, the captain thinks, aliould be 
purohaaod by the (luverument. A detach- 
uieiiL of troops placed in (len. Clrsnt Park 
on July IC, have been aetiui; under iuatruc- 
liona, which acenia to have been ellective in 
preserving good order and protecting the big 
trees from diatiguremcut and spoliation. 
Only once has it been found necessary to 
interfere with deapoilers of the park. 

II. B. Crop Iteports. 

WASiiiifOTON City, Sept. 22.-^Tho statis- 
tician's report, submitted ko tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, shows that there has 
been a decline in the condition of corn for 
September. In comparison with September 
reports of tho past 10 years, only three were 
lower— ISS9, 1SS7, and ISSti. Th'j Sep- 
tember average condition of wheat 
us harvested ia 8.')., 'i ; of winter, 87.0, and 
spring, 81.2. Although these figures show 
a slight decline from those for wheat for the 
corresponding month of IS91, it is noverthe- 
lees higher than for five years in the preced- 
ing 10. The condition of oata is very un- 
favorable, there being a decline since June. 
Theconaolidatedcounty returns of thopresent 
month show a decline of more than seven 
points. The average, 78. 9, reported for 
the month ia the lowest, with one excep- 
tion, ever reported. The condition of rye 
and barley has changed but little, althougli 
tho harvest season has been badly 
handicapped by rain, and stornia. 
Tho condition of potatoes ia very 
unfavorable, the nveragc reported be- 
ing, witl. two exceptions, tho lowest ever 
reported for September. Cotton is lower 
thun in any September since 1883. 

rnrkcr Deacon I'nrdoncil, 

P.iKis, Sept. 22 — I<;dward Parker Dea- 
con, who killed Abcillc, Mrs. Deacon's par- 
amour, has been pardoned. 

The omrcn' Great Knee. 

Berli.v, Sept. 2'2. — Tlie acceptances for 
tho officers' race between Berlin and Vienna 
next month were published to-day. Several 
thbroughbrcda have been entered, althougli 
most of tliehor.sea are half-breotla. The bet- 
ting hero iathat the apcedieat ( Icrmnn horse 
will not require more than four days and '20 
hours in which to cover the ;iSO-milo cours?. 
I'rinco Frederick Leopold rode over the 
course recently in six days, although not 
putting his horse to its speed, but merely 
trying the roads. The betting here ia 5 to 
■1 that tho first prize of 20,000 marks will 
be won by an Austrian. 



THE ST. JOHNS FIRE. 

It w.ls not Kiliiijiulslied Before Because the 
Fire Uepartincnt was Koltoii. 

The official report of Judge Prowso to the 
Ncwfoundliiul Government on the origin 
aud progress of tho great St. .lohnslire fully 
confirma the iireviDUS accounls ■which vv-e 
havo published. He Bays ihuL when the 
Qremeu arrived on the scene there was no 
water and they could do nothing. The water 
had been turned oH'ut'Jo'cloek that morning, 
and was not turned on again until o'clock 
in the afternoon, wliile tho reservoir on the 
hill near where the lire comuieiiced was 
einpty. Tlie judge goes on to say that tlic 
tire brigade was a half-starved, ill-managed, 
rotten instilution, entirely destitute of dis- 
cipline and proper organization. Whatmlglit 
be cx|)ccted from it, even with abuiulunt 
water, xppeara from tho statement that the 
entire brigade had only one hook, with 
about six feet of chain, and ropea so rotten 
thai they broke at the first pull. It had no 
buckets, hatchets or fire escapes, and no one 
had authority to pull down buildings in the 
path of the Qamca ; in short, was practi- 
cally useless. The outcome is likely to be 
an entire reorganization on a basis of cfB- 
cieney. 



INSUIIANCE LN CANADA. 

Facts Addaceil In the .Superintendent's Xa&t 
Jteport, 

The Finance und Jiiaurance Chronicle, 
of Montreal, contains the following ; " Tho 
detailed report of Insurance Superinteiul- 
cnc Fitzgerald on the busineaa of the fire 
oonip.iiiiea in Canada for 1801 presents some 
iutcresLing e.vperieuccs a.s l!j tho various 
groupa of companiis. For inatanoe, in 
amount of risks written four Canadian 
ooinpimicH .show an iiicreaao over 1,S!)I) 
and three a decrease, tho aggregate 
increase exceeding the decrease by 
S70S,;)SO. 'due total decrease of twelve of 
the Britisli coiiipiuiica was S.'!7,0.'J,'!,789, and 
the increase of the other twelve ,'?20,S.")0,- 
1,'')0, leaving a total deoreaao of SIG, IS.'Mi.'ii), 
Of the American companies, seven show an 
increase of §KS,u79, 750 and one u, deerease 
of 8,500,000, tho total increase being $18,- 
07'J,7."iO. On the purely iinilcrwriting ac- 
count, tho residts for the Canadian con»- 
panics show that for each SlOO of premiums 
received thoro was paid for losses $72.18 
and for expenses $M3.42 ; also $4.05 for 
dividends. 

For each §100 in premiums received by 
the Qritish companies there was paid out 
^1)0.95 for losses and $27.83 for expenses. Of 
each SlOO oolleoted by the American com- 
panies ia^premiunis $58.73 went for loasos 
and S3p, 05 for expenses. Of courso the ex- 
penses of British and American companies 
only embrace those incurred in Canada, 



and make no account of their pro rata of 
home office expenses. Tho rate of premium 
charges per cent of risks taken was, by 
Canadian companies, 1,25; British com- 
panies, 1.14; and American companies, 1,10. 
'ihe Canadian life companies have received 
in promiums during tho past Kt years, from 
1879 to 1891, inclusive, §,32,622,552, and 
and have paid to policy holdUrs 314,7S7,fi20. 
They now hold in trust for policy holders 
$23,154,620 of assets, or, including tho 
above payments, 55,319,694 more than they 
have received from policy holders. Interest 
income has paid all expenses, and there is 
still left the above excess over premium re> 
ceipts." 

THE GRAND FORKS CONYENTION. 

TIio Winnipeg board of trade woa not 
oflioially ropreaouted at tho commercial 
convention which met at Grand Forka, 
Dakota, this week, tho members appearing 
merely in a private capacity. The omission 
appears to havo been duo to a belief in 
Winnipeg that nothing practical could come 
out of tile conference, and tliat the motives 
of its promoters were open to tho 
auspieion of self-aggrandiy.ement. ■ It 
ia certainly improbable that the 
conclusion of tlie convention will 
mako any durable impression upon tho 
legislation of either country, but it ia barely 
possible that tho peoplQ-<rt Dakota and Min- 
nesota can, if they act with unanimity, assist 
in bringing about a aolution of tho canal 
tolls controversy. Dakota, in common 
with other Xorthweateru States, is deeply 
concerned in the transportation (luestioii. 
Every cent of reduction in the coat 
of carriage between tho interior and 
the seaboard is added to tho price ob- 
tained by tho farmer for his .grain, und no 
subject holds the attention of an agricultural 
community more firmly than that of 
cheap transportation. Canada is ablo to 
offer to the West the best channel of traflic 
to the aeu, and is actively engaged in im- 
proving the means of eonimuniuation. Lot 
the peaple of tho Northwest states, there- 
fore, preaa upon President Harrison the im- 
portance of reaching an agreement with 
Canada by which reciprocity in the carry- 
ing trade will bo given in exchange for a 
deeper tnd free water-way by the St. Law- 
rence route. The existing controversy ought 
to bo susceptible of settlement on some such 
lin es. — Montreal Gazette. 



THE KUPv TUADF,. 

" Tho prevalence of cliolera in Uiisai.i," 
says the New York Fur Trade Review, 
" wdiich will certainly prevent tho aliipmeut 
of the uaual (juantity of fura from lliat coun- 
try, liaa not as yet cauaed any speculation 
in tlio articlea all'ected ; in former year.", 
Persians, astrakhaua and all Rusaian gooda 
havo materially advanced in like circum- 
stances, but at present tht> market appears 
to be entirely ditl'erent or oblivious to tho 
conditions which are* so certain to result 
in short supplies of these foreign prodnc- 
tiona. Stocks of nearly all skins arc small, 
and if the approaching cold weather results 
in the usual ilcmand, the boom of the spring 
of 1892 will be repeated in coming fall Bca- 
aon. Latest rqiorts from Nijoi Novgorod 
strongly assert that cholera is steadily de- 
creasing in tho district, and that there has 
been, at least since August 20, a daily in- 
creasQ in tho number of visitors to the Fair. 
Tho goods sold will doubtless have to be 
cleansed before they will be received into 
any European mirkct, and as tliia uperBLtion 
will reipiire time, tho goodi, and especially 
furs, will not be received at Leipzig until a 
much later date thun uaual."
